Contractor Receives Payment 
of $331,289.53 


Whole Cost of Work to be 
Nearly $1,000,000 


Use of Second-Street Passage 
Possible in July 


The City Counct! has paid John 
Hayes, contractor of records for 
the Second-street tunnel, the elev- 
enth installment-payment for work 
done, amounting to §59,946.75, or 
a total paid the contractor to date 
of $331,289.58. 

The tunnel is now fifty-five per 
cent completed, City Engineer Grit- 
fin reports to the Boarg of Public 
Works, and the value of the work 
done to date is $546,370, but the 
balance is retained by the city as 
protection for fulfillment of the 


contract, which calls for a total 
poy to the contractor of §995,- 
21. 


INSPECTOR ON JOB 

Reports made to the Board of 
Public Works by Engineer Griffin 
shows that work on the tunnel is 
proceeding rapidly and has been 
for the past six mcaths, with every 
indication that the tube should be 
opened to the public about July 1 
or 15. 

Although the work is being done 
under private contract, the City 
Engineer supervises it and city in- 
spectors are on the job night and 
day to make certain that the tun- 
nel is belng built according to 
specifications. City Engineer Grit- 
fin'’s representative in eharge of 
tunnel inspection tie 
Engineer 
said yesterday that all of the three- 
foot concrete walis inside the tube 
are completed, with the exception 
of 182 feet in the center, and this 
remaining portion is being rapidiy 
completed.

Ac, 
cording to the debtor nations we all en- 
tered the war for a common purpose, with 
a common object in view. They gave men, 
we gave dollars. Both were swallowed up 
in the great conflagration. What they gave 
is lost beyond recall; but we are playing 
the part of a Shylock in demanding ou: 
dollars back. 

Some one ts providing «a fund for the 
wide circulation of this propaganda. Much 
ctress is laid upon the contents of a bro 
chure issued by T. B. Macaulay, president 
of a life insurance company with headquar 
ters In Montreal, Can. He writes: 

These advances were made after the 

_ United States entered the war; they 
were made exactly as were the contri- 
butions in men and money of the other 
associates. .. These claims have 
no basis in equity, and, as to law, I 
submit that if the case were between 
individuals an American court would - 
reject them. That Britain admits the 
debt merely means that she prizes the 
friendship of the United States too 
highly to have a dispute, and agrees 
to pay rather than tarnish her national 
honor. 

He says further that, while Britain will 
make it a point of honor to pay, they are 
obligations which other countries “consider 
unjust and do not intend to pay.” He 
writes In conclusion: “The judgment of the 
American people ts sound, but they must 
hear both sides. My own conviction fs that 
when they understand the facts they will 
demand that their government cancel these 
claims gladly, without condition.” 

Americans are beginning to hear both 
sides when they learn that the war debts 
are obligations which the associate nations, 
excepting Great Britain, “do not intend to 
pay.” And this information comes at a 


time when the American people are being 
scolded and denounced because they are. 
not willing to make additional loans to for. 
eign governments. | | 

It is not true that America's contributions 
were made “exactly as were the contribu- 
tions in men or money of the other asso- 
ciates.” We entered the war for a specific 
purpose, to defend our right to free pas- 
sage of the open sea. Our quarre! with Ger- 
many was separate and distinct from that 
of the Entente Powers. We made common. 
cause against the common enemy, but with 
specific reservations, which were fully un-| 
derstood and set forth in writing. 

We made a separate peace with the Cen- 
tral Powers. We made no private agree 
ments with the other nations fighting Ger. 
many concerning the division of the spoils 
of victory. All the others received terri. 
tory or mandates. The French reparation 
claims are more than the property damage 
inflicted by the Germans. They include a 
pension fund for French soldiers and wid- 
ows of soldiers. 

When joining with the other nations 
fighting Germany we assumed only a lim- 
ited obligation. During the time we were 
at war we expended more on our own ac 
count than any two other nations. In ad- 
dition to that we loaned $10,900,000,000 to 
the Entente Powers; and their propagan- 
dists now assert that the “claims for re 
payment have no basis in equity.” 

Any nation that refuses to recognize Its 
own signature treats a written agreement 
as a “scrap of paper.” 

Outside our loans to the Allies we ex- 
pended $21,000,000,000, more than double 
the cost of all our other wars combined 
since the government was organized. In 
addition to this we gave the lives of 150,- 
000 of our young manhood 

It_ does not seem to us to come tm good 
grace to aver that, In equity. we did not 
do our part. The claims for repayment 
are just claims. Our people were informed 
when they advanced the money that they 
were making a loan. There was no 


where else, to the effect that our money 
should be censidered as a gift. Moreover, 
these propagandists are not adding to the 
friendly relations between America and the 
Buropeas countries by calling us Shylocks 
when we ask for & recognition of just obii-

LOS ANGELBS, Dec. 16.-—Ques-

Answer: Both samples are rather 
peculiar clays. The analyses made 
on the two samples show as fol- 
lows: Specimen A is a doubtful 
clay. It ig a hydrous mineral con- 
taining sulphuric acid with alumi- 
num sulphate in low percentage. 
It reacts for silica, aluminum aili- 
cate, traces of celestite (strontium 
sulphate;) sodium sulphate, sod- 
fum chloride iron and silica. We 
classify the sample (qualitatively) 
as probably an altered pegmatyte 
in part, and containing more or 
leas alunogene. The sample is not 
easily fusible—eas a whole. 

B sample is in very fine powder. 
It contains silicia and iron, and is 
probably an altered tufaite. It is 
doubtful whether it could be used 
for automobile tire filler. Sample 
A might be obtained in better 
grade. At all events offer similar 
specimens of “A” to those engaged 
in the fertilizer industry.

A.: The samples carry good per- 
centages in iron oxides and the 
red coloring matter is not copper

* GOLDTOWN, Jan 1-—The con- 
tradistinction between Goldtown 
and Randsburg, the two great gold 
j}and silver mining districts of Kern 
county, are visible in the geological 
formations of the different sections 
of both camps. 

The geology of the Rand district 
was taken from the geological map 
of the State of California and is- 
sued by the State M:.ning Bureau, 
showe part of the district ag vol- 
canic, comprising lavas, tuffs and 
estites, also including basalts and 
small amounts of rhyolite 

Pre-Cambrian metamorphics, 
consisting of gneiss, mica, and 
hornblende ‘scists, predominate in 
the geologica] elements of the bal- 
ance of the district. Tungsten and 
gold is found in the Rand in quarts- 
filled veins in the granites, in well- 


g defined fissures, customarily mixed 


/more or less with quartz. 


FORMATIONS DISCUSSED 


| The geological formations in the 


Gold Standard, Yellow Dog, Desert 
Queen, Karma and Queen Esther 
are apparently related to the Sole- 
dad butte, which rises out of the 
plain at-an altitude of 4650 feet 
above sea-level, other buttes also 
rise both east and west. Geologists 
believe that here are the granites 
underlying the Tehachapi Moun- 
tains in thelr eastward extensions, 
although related to the Soledad, the 
(subsequent volcanic eruptions in 
the district were those established 
| by the pegmatite flows of the old 
granitic magma. 

The great mass of Soledad butte 
and its outlying hills conaists of 
acidic rhyolite-porphyry. Inves- 
tigation bas proven that the mas- 


phyries squeezed into masses of 
porphyry and adjacent granite. The 
rhyolite-porphyry on the Gold 
Standard mine and on nearly all 
the hills surrounding Goldtown. 


evidently flowed into its present lo- 
cations at no greauly elevated tem- 
perature. 


VOLCANIC ACTION 


Im the mines surrounding Gold- 
town, where the porphyry has been 
revealed at considerable distances 
from the surface, the phenocrysts 
are not usually well developed, and 
the ground massa shows leas alter- 
ation to the epidote, unchanged by 
the formation of the secondary en- 
richment of minerals except the 
introduction of silica. The Soje- 
dad was an active volcano as prov- 
en by the remnants of the ash- 
cone lying around the base of the 
mountain, especially on the west 
side. Rhyolite eruptions, andesite 
flows and porphyry faulting against 
granitic faces are evident through- 
out the entire disirict. The veins 
are of the true-fissure type, some 
forty feet and more from wall to 
wall, especially in the Yellow Dog 
and Gold Standard properties with 
the rich “pay” in well-defined 
chutes from four te fifteen feet in 
width.
